The yellow fever situation at Key West. 

No new cases of yellow fever at Key West have been reported since 
the 17th instant, and State Health Officer Porter has not as yet con- 
curred in the diagnosis of yellow fever, which was originally made by 
Dr. Sweeting, the local representative of the Florida State board of 
health, and afterwards confirmed by a consultation of physicians, of 
whom Passed Assistant Surgeon G. M. Guiteras, United States Marine- 
Hospital Service, was one.
